Assessor agrees - - tax procedure confiscatory

County tax assessor Harry Holmquist 
agrees with a rising tide of critics who 
charge the county’s present property tax 
procedures are confiscatory, but says 
he can do nothing about it. 
The dictionary defines 
“ confisca­ 
tory” as seizure for public use, a defi­ 
nition that carries the implication of 
an act without regard for real justice. 
Holmquist’s agreement with the crit­ 
ics came to light during a lengthy tape 
recorded interview conducted in the as­ 
sessor’s Santa Barbara office, follow- 
ing 
widespread 
attacks on property 
tax procedures. 
The sound and the fury began some 
weeks ago when Holmquist’s office car­ 
ried out a massive reassessment of 
land south and east of Lompoc. Prop­ 
erty assessments were hiked as much 


as four times previous levels. In some 
cases ranchers claimed their new taxes 
were far greater than their average 
annual gross earnings. 
Holmquist 
says he sympathizes with 
the plight of the ranchers, but that his 
hands are tied by state law. Only pos­ 
sible relief open to the ranchers, ac­ 
cording to the assessor, is to protest 
directly to the Board of Supervisors 
and eventually apply 
for agriculture 
preserve status. 
Deadline for protests is Aug. 26. 
The Board recently declared a mora­ 
torium on the filing of new agriculture 
preserve applications. 
The following dialog is the first of a 
multi-part 
series based on the inter­ 
view and on independent study of docu­ 
ments related to the property tax pic­ 
ture. 
The recent interview was taken from 


the taped recording and hence appears 
in the bursts and bits that represent a per­ 
son’s normal conversational delivery. 
Questions were not grouped according 
to any particular pattern and in some 
cases the same general question may 
appear in different forms and receive 
varying answers as new thoughts may 
have occurred to Holmquist. 
William 
Cook, 
chief appraiser appears toward 
the end of the interview. Key to the 
present controversy is the apparent in­ 
flexible state requirement that all coun­ 
ty assessors must assess at 25 per cent 
of market value. The term “ market 
value” is also under fire. 


QUESTION: Is the aim of your office 
to assess all parcels of land at the max­ 
imum 
25 per cent of market value? 


HOLMQUIST: 
“ The law requires me 
to do that, to assess at 25 per cent of 


market value . . . However market value 
can sometimes be an elusive figure. We 
don’t claim to be the last word as far 
as determining market value.” 
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QUESTION: 
Could the assessments 
have been brought up gradually instead 
of all at once as has apparently hap­ 
pened1 
HOLMQUIST: “ No. no, that is impos­ 
sible under law known as AB 80. Every 


year I have to send a certificate to the 
state board of equalization stating that 
property in this county is being as­ 
sessed at 25 per cent of market value. 
There’s no provision for bringing prop­ 
erty values up gradually. I wish there 
were.” 
QUESTION: 
How long do you plan 
to take to bring about this goal ’ 
HOLMQUIST 
“ As soon as we can, 
limited of course by budget and the 
number of appraisers 
available under 
the budget. However, we find that we 
actually never get through because cer­ 
tain areas have activities and a year 
or two later, sometimes even less than 
a year, our values are out of date be­ 
cause of such increased activitiy. How­ 
ever, activity has dropped off consid­ 
erably in the last two or three years.” 
QUESTION: Is that county wide? 
HOLMQUIST: 
“ Countywide. 
I can 


remember one occasion when we were 
doing upper State Street in Santa Bar­ 
bara City. Six months after we had fin­ 
ished our reappraisal our figures were 
ai ready out of date because at that time 
a tremendous expansion was taking place 
along the street which naturally affect­ 
ed the market value of land . . . In order 
to keep up with the situation we conduct 
what we call sales analysis . . . study 
the sales from all parts of the county and 
plot them on a map and wherever we find 
the greatest gap between sales and our 
values we find an indication that work 
should be done in the area to bring it up 
comparable to other areas in the coun­ 
ty." 
Tomorrow’s installment gives Holm­ 
quist’s answer to a question that digs 
into the very core of the assessor's pro­ 
cedure in interpreting the state direc­ 
tive under AB 80.

Officials still seek 
answers to sludge use

What to do about the calcium car­ 
bonate sludge created as a waste prod­ 
uct by the Lompoc water treatment plant, 
continues to be a problem for city utili­ 
ties officials. 
Emil Scolari, 
manager of the utili­ 
ties department, 
explained it is not a 
pressing problem. Disposal of the white 
chalky 
sludge is assured for at least 
20 years. But his department is working 
now to head off any crisis that might oc­ 
cur by the end of that time. 
Calcium carbonate, 
the 
main 
in­ 
gredient in the white waste, can be used 
in the manufacture of many 
items but 
so far the transportation of the waste 
to other industrial areas, or the small 
quantity 
produced by the Lompoc plant 
has hindered its successful disposal in 
this manner. 
“ We've had several companies take 
samples of the sludge to test,” Scolari 
said. “ A couple have expressed a great 
interest in the stuff, but we haven’t 
heard from them in quite some time.” 
He said one firm, from the state of 
Washington, was interested in the sludge 
for use in building blocks. Scolari had a

Sensible risks' approved 
bring peace --Rogers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Secretary of State William P. Rogers said today the Unit­ 
ed States is prepared to take “ sensible risks” to bring peace to Vietnam and has 
already responded to lessened Communist military activity beyond the announced 
troop cutback. 
Rogers indicated at a news conference that the “ sensible risks” involved a 
scaling down of U.S. military operations. He declined to be more specific, saying 
he was “ not going to disclose all plans” of operations in the middle of the war and 
would not get into “ military orders.” 


sample of the block, with a wood fiber 
in the construction mixture. 
“ The company said it wanted to build 
a plant here to make the blocks,” Sco­ 
lari said, “but here they don’t have ac­ 
cess to any wood products. They said 
they would try to work out a method of 
using rice hulls in the block instead of 
wood fiber, along with the sludge, but we 
haven’t heard from them since.” 
Another company, from Los Ange­ 
les, was interested in the sludge for use 
in paint. The city offered the company 
land to build a plant to be used to dehy­ 
drate the sludge for shipment to Los 
Angeles. 
Scolari said the man negotiating with 
the city has died in the meantime and so 
far no one else from the company has 
taken action on the project. 
The chemist at the Lompoc plant 
continues to work on the sludge, experi­ 
menting with different items. Scolari 
said two or three different types 
of 
material that could be used in construc­ 
tion have been produced but so far they 
have proven too expensive for anyone to 
manufacture profitably. 
Various other researchers are study­ 
ing the sludge, including scientists at the 
University of Massachusetts, 
Scolari 
said, and are expected to send the city 
reports very soon. 
He said it has been proven the sludge 
is excellent for a base in road construc­ 
tion but it is up to the engineer of a road 
construction project whether or not the 
sludge will be used. 
In the meantime, the sludge is being 
dried out in eight different beds behind 
the water treatment plant on North Av­ 
enue, then transported to various fields 
where it is being used primarily as land 
fill. 
Scolari said future plans also call for 
it to be used as a cover in the city’s 
landfill dump when a shortage of earth 
becomes a problem there. 


The secretary said that he had not de­ 
tected any move on the part of Russia to 
use its influence to end the fighting in 
Vietnam or neighboring Laos. He said 
Russia, which now is supplying all of 
Hanoi’s military equipment, could have 
significant influence on the issue of war 
or peace. 
“ I do not think they are doing as much 
as they could,” he commented. “ They 
say they have a problem with their con­ 
stituency.” 


By this he apparently meant Russia 
would suffer in her contest with Red 
China if the Kremlin tried to pressure 
another Communist nation into making a 
reasonable peace settlement. 
The secretary said the United States 
would go ahead with its plans to “ Viet- 
namize” the war by replacing American 
troops with South Vietnamese forces 
“ whether the lull in enemy operations con­ 
tinued or not.” 


However, he said, the rate of replace­ 
ment and withdrawal of U.S. forces ob­ 
viously would be higher if the enemy re­ 
frained from stepping up the fighting. 
Rogers had no progress to report in the 
Paris talks. He said that the United 
States still hoped to find some avenue 
which would lead to peace but that so far 
all 
of the proposals and concessions 
made by 
Washington and Saigon had

Division 3 lying generally north of 
Highway 246 and including the north­ 
east portion of the City of Lompoc, is 
without representation since the resigns 
tion of Charles Sudden. 
It is believed that the Board of Super­ 
visors will appoint someone to fill the va. 
caney as soon as the letter of resigns 
tion reaches the clerk of the board. 
Directors of the water district were 
expected to take formal action on the 
resignation at their regular meeting in 
September. 
Virgil Phelps is the fifth director, 
representing Division 2, including the 
southern half of the city and generally 
all the land south of that point and south 
of Highway 246,

talks. He noted that Soviet Ambassador 
to 
Washington 
Anatoly 
F. Dobrynin 
“ seemed enthusiastic” about the pro­ 
spective talks when he left Washington 
about seven weeks ago for Moscow to 
consult with Kremlin leaders. 


Rogers expressed the theory that the 
Russian delay 
might have been oc­ 
casioned by the preoccupation of Soviet 
leaders with the border conflict with 
Communist China and other matters.

Camille death 
toll at 237 
PASS 
CHRISTIAN, 
Miss. (UPI)

Hurricane Camille’s death toll reached 
237 today with many bodies still lying 
uncounted in the mud and devastation 
of Mississippi’s 
Gulf coast vacation 
land. Officials feared the toll would dou­ 
ble or quadruple. 
“ This is a very conservative estimate 
of bodies found,” said Prentiss Baugh­ 
man, 
assistant 
state Civil Defense 
director. “ I have seen the tabulation 
from the National Guard, Civil Defense 
and Red Cross and this is very defi­ 
nitely a conservative estimate.” 
“ We have bodies knee deep in Bi­ 
loxi that we haven't even counted,’’ said 
Gladys Gorenflo, the Harrison County 
coronor. “ They are decomposing rapid­ 
ly." 
Bodies also were floating in the Gulf 
and others were buried in the sand and 
may never be found, she said. 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew flew 
to the disaster scene for a helicopter 
tour of the 600-square-mile area of de­ 
struction along the Gulf coasts of Ala­ 
bama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana. He 
was to fly to New Orleans later today. 
Search teams, plagued by a lack of 
communications, fanned out into remote 
areas where they were cut off from 
headquarters 
as they went about the 
grisly work of locating the dead and 
stacking them for transportation to Hat­ 
tiesburg, the nearest unscathed city. 
“ There are plenty of people still bur­ 
ied. You get up close and you can smell 
them but you can’t get to them,” said 
Pass Christian Police Chief Herbert 
Roles. 
Senior Citizens concerned 
over size of park facilities 


Members of the Lompoc Senior Cit­ 
izens group last night expressed con­ 
cern that facilities planned for them in 
the preliminary draft of the Community 
Center plans for Ryon Memorial Park 
will be too small. 
The plans, already approved by the 
Parks and RecreationCommission, were 
presented to the Lompoc City Council 
last night by architect Richard Taylor 
of Santa Barbara. 
Several senior citizens attended the 
meeting and some stated that the plann­ 
ed meeting hall was to small for the 
number of members presently in the 
group and that two shuffleboards re­ 
commended by Taylor were not enough. 
Taylor explained that the overall plan 
of several buildings, including an audi­ 
torium to seal from 350 to 400 people, 
were designed in such a manner as to 
allow a specific group to make use of 
one or more 
of them for special oc­ 
casions. 
Mrs. Edward R 
Little 
of 715 W. 
Chestnut and Robert R Baray 
of 101 
N X Street, insisted the building would 
be to small for routine get-togethers of 
the club. They said present facilities 
used by the group, larger than those 


planned, were often crowded. 
Mrs. Little said there are from 400 
to 500 members in the organization al­ 
ready. 
Taylor, who said he worked closely 
with the parks and recreation commis­ 
sion in designing the preliminary plans, 
said he had to cut down on the size 
of all the buildings to keep the project 
within a reasonable cost area. But, he 
repeated, the buildings were designed 
for multiple use. 


He said the entire project would cost 
in the neighborhood of half a million 
dollars, but a phase construction pro­ 
gram was scheduled ov<ir a period of 
several years. Construction of the build­ 
ings would cost around $200,000, he 
said. 
The 
council 
generally 
appeared 
pleased with the plans presented 
by 
Taylor and referred them back to the 
parks and recreation commission for the 
study 
of 
a 
priority 
list on the 
construction 


Besides the senior citizen area, which 
is to include a building, shuffleboard 
courts, lawn bowling and a croquet area, 
the plans had the large auditorium, an 


arts and crafts room, drama room and a 
gym. 
Tennis courts are planned, a volley­ 
ball area and a large open area to in­ 
clude trees, knolls and grass 
The buildings are separate, to pro­ 
vide ease in the phase construction, 
but are all connected with a winding 
concrete walk. 
The community center would be con­ 
structed on a four acre section of Ryon 
Park along O street, immediately south 
of the present park facilities. 
Taylor said the more reasonable con­ 
struction schedule would be for the 
buildings and underground utilities first 
and the landscaping last. However, be- 
cause of the phase program of con­ 
struction, the fact the park would be in 
use prior to the completion of all the 
buildings, he said the landscaping would 
have to be one of the first projects. 
The council discussed the fact that 
other tennis court plans were being 
considered for other parts of the city, 
particularly at a junior high school, 
and perhaps these need not be one of 
the main considerations at Ryon Park 
for the time being.

One of the members is an

iniuor, 
others are rock- 
hound^ and stilly others have 
joined" t>ecause ()f their more 
than 
average interest in the 
local scene. 
The “ Discoverers’* held their 
first meeting early this month 
and elected Silsbee president, 
and Gordon Hintz secretary- 
treasurer. 
Silsbee 
hopes to 
organize 
field trips to various Valley 
areas to search for artifacts 
that would otherwise be lost 
forever. Some of the trips will 
be devoted to bonafide archae­ 
ological investigation of Indian 
sites and other historically val­ 
uable locations. Silsbee noted 
two abandoned school sites as 
of prime interest 
The “ Discoverers” have ob­ 
tained permission of La Puris- 
ima 
Mission to zero in on old 
Indian sites that remain in­ 
tact and apparently untouched by 


pothunters. 
Silsbee 
hopes to develop a 
strict discipline in the archa^ 
ological work to avoid the criti­ 
cism that is sometime.^ leveled 
at hikers who dig promisuous- 
iy. 
Silsbee hopes to attract other 
couples with similar interests 
so the “ Discoverers” can fan 
out over the broad spectrum of 
history, archaeology, paleonto­ 
logy and geology. 
He has had a lifelong interest 
in history and began to work at 
his hobby immediately after his 
arrvial with his family in Lom­ 
poc. Brief forays into Valley 
canyons and plains areas have 
turned up a variety of old coins, 
hand - forged spikes and jewel­ 
ry. One of the latter artifacts 
is a Lompoc High School class 
ring that Silsbee hopes to re­

Reds plan phony revolt 
in Czechoslovakia

tonight

Thursday to set the stage for a 
“ final 
crackdown on libera­ 
lism ,” 
the New 
York Daily 
News said today. 
In a copyrighted Washington 
dispatch, News correspondent 
Je rry Greene 
said 
reliable 
European diplomatic sources 
told U.S. 
officials about the 
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hard-liners' scheme. 
The News said the plot is 
aimed at Gustav Husak, the 
pro-Moscow leader who became 
Communist boss in Czechoslo­ 
vakia 
after 
the 
Soviet-led 
invasion 
a 
year 
ago ended 
Alexander Lubcek's efforts to 
liberalize the Red regime. 
“ The hard-line plotters expect 
to install Alois Indra, longtime 
close friend of Russia, as first 
secretary of the Czech Commu­ 
nist party and new strong man 
of 
the 
solidly 
pro Moscow 
government,” Greene wrote 
The dispatch said Communist 
agents would start the “ revolt” 
tonight by putting up posters 
denouncing 
the 
Communist 
Party and the Russians. Police 
were to tear the posters down 
Thursday 
morning, 
picking 
fights with hostile Czech crowds 
whenever possible. 
The News said the plotters 
have organized a hoodlum mob 
to 
attack the Soviet airline 
office in Prague According to 
Greene, the police “ will put up 
token resistance before falling 
back to permit mob destruc­ 
tion ” 
“ On Thursday afternoon, an 
organized mob is to demon­ 
strate in front of the Soviet 
embassy and to provoke as 
much fist and rock fighting as 
can be instigated,” the News 
said. “ Then the army will be 
called in to restore peace and 
begin making arrests. 
“ If the 'rebellion' can gener­ 
ate 
enough steam -and the 
conservative 
wing 
of 
the 
Communist party thinks it will 
—then 
the 
government 
will 
declare martial law and begin 
serious arrests of leaders.'' 


Japanese habits of dress unique

A few words should be said of 
the habits of dress in Japan. 
The young, of course, dress like 
they do everywhere in the world. 
Middleaged and older women 
are very conservative in their 
dress 
and 
manner — that’s 
where we part company with 
them — and out in the country 
you can see some of the strang­ 
est get-ups you can imagine. 
Also shorts and slacks are 
worn as a matter of course, 
which is not true at all in 
Europe. 
For some reason, the hikers 
feel they must put on long, 
black woolen pants which come 
to the knee with heavy grey 
socks tucked in and very heavy 
boots which resemble ski boots. 
Considering 
the heat and hu­ 
midity, we would think they’d 
collapse from just having those 


clothes on, but on top of this 
they carry knapsacks on their 
backs and usually several bags 
filled, with things in their hands 
as well 
Everyone — men, women and 
children, always carry bags full 
of parcels or their purchases 
tied up in a scarf and both men 
and women use fans to try to 
keep a bit cooler. We mention­ 
ed that our clothes were dif­ 
ferent and Vic pointed out that 
he, too, stood out in the crowd 
because he was wearing a dark 
green palid sportcoat We have 
seen one other sportcoat than 
his — the men all wear black, 
dark grey suits or pants and 
only white shirts. The chil­ 
dren, both boys and girls, al­ 
ways wear hats of some kind— 
the girls stick to white sailor 
type with an elastic under the 
chin so 
it won’t get lost. And 
everyone carries a towel to wipe 
off the perspiration. 
In the evening after the peo­ 
ple have gotten home from work, 
had their 
bath and some tea, 
they put on a blue and white 
robe or “ yukata” and their “ ge- 


ta” (Japanese sandals of wood 
with two wooden blocks under­ 
neath) and walk up and down the 
streets and visit or if they go 
somewhere in the evening, this 
is 
the accepted dress. What a 
marvelous idea it is — so re­ 
laxing. Perhaps we Occidentals 
wouldn’t be so tied up in knots 
most of the time if we could 
learn to let loose in this way. 
We should add that you don’t 
see this in the cities but we 
are 
sure they do the same 
thing. 
We cannot begin to tell you all 
the places we went on this last 
trip — the map was in Jap­ 
anese and we can only remem­ 
ber the places we had heard 
before — Nikko, Niigata, Sen­ 
dai, Sado Island, Oasak, and 
Kobe, and we traveled so fast 
each day that it tends to all 
blur together. 
We finished our journey at 
Hiroshima and the hotel was 
adjacent to the Peace Memorial 
Park, monuments and museum. 
We viewed these reminders of 
the past with a very mixed emo­ 
tion We had enjoyed this love­ 


ly land and all its charms for 
about 
three weeks and felt a 
sense of shame that our coun­ 
try 
had

The modified igjper stage will 
be called Burner IIA and will 
be powered by an 8,800 pound 
thrust solid ftieled motor. The 
Burner IIA ’s guidance system 
will be mounted on the modified 
upper stage.

Burner II is used to place a 
variety of payloads in precise 
Earth orbit. To date Boeinghas 
delivered 13 standard Burner 
II’s and one orbital support ver­ 
sion of the stage to the Air 
Force.

(Polanski was 36 Monday). I 
said, yes, let’s hold one. She 
said a little kitten had come in 
from the hills and she was 
trying to feed it with an eye 
dropper,” Polanski said. 
“ There was no indication of a 
party that evening. 
There 
wasn’t any party that evening. 


Polanski recounted his last 
talk with his wife at a news 
conference Tuesday called be­ 
cause of the “ unbearable and 
horrible things” said about her. 
Blinking 
back 
tears 
and 


sometimes breaking into sobs, 
Polanski 
related 
what 
he 
believed were the circumstan­ 
ces 
of 
the 
deaths 
at 
the 
secluded Benedict Canyon es­ 
tate leased by him and his wife. 
Miss Tate did not use drugs, 
he said, although two of the 
victims, 
Voityck 
Frokowsky 
and Jay Sebring, were known to 
smoke 
marijuana. 
“ Sharon 
didn’t use drugs, 
she didn’t 
touch alcohol, she didn’t even 
smoke 
cigarettes,” 
Polanski 
said. 
Frokowsky once brought a 
man to a party at the home 
who became so objectionable he 
had to be thrown out. Polanski 
gave the name to the police but 
not to newsmen. 
Although Polanski believed 
there was no party the night of 
the murders, he said later there 
were “ constant parties.” 
“ There was a lot of talk 
about parties in our home,” he 
said. “ They are true.

smoked at the home by guests 
but he didn’t think it was out of 
the ordinary among their circle 
of Hollywood friends. 
Soviets backing out of efforts 
to mediate Vietnam conflict

LONDON 
(U P I)—The Soviet 
Union has all but backed out of 
efforts to mediate peace in 
Vietnam,, 
diplomatic sources 
said today. 
Well-informed Communist di­ 
plomats said there is nothing 
for Moscow to do in the current 
state of the Vietnam war and 
negotiations in Paris. 
They 
let 
it 
be 
clearly 
understood the 
Kremlin now 
has no intention of taking any 
diplomatic initiative or pushing 
any mediation effort in Hanoi 
to facilitate peace. 


The 
Soviet 
attitude 
was 
motivated 
by 
its belief the 
United States has done nothing 
worthwhile to date, from the 
Communist viewpoint, to justify 
Soviet intervention, let alone 
Soviet pressure on the regime 
of President Ho Chi Minh. 
President Nixon’s de-escala­ 
tion program and latest moves 
toward partial withdrawal of 
American forces were brushed 
aside 
as 
“ insignificant 
outright meaningless.” 
The withdrawal offered 
Washington, 
diplomats 
said, 
was a mere drop in the bucket. 
The diplomatic informants ar­ 
gued the United States at the 
same time was arming South 
Vietnam and reinforcing it with 
the clear intention to make it 
strong enough to do the job the 
Americans have been doing. 
They countered Western char­ 
ges that Moscow is continuing 
to pour large quantities of arms 
into North Vietnam with the 
argument the United States is 
supplying weapons to the South 
Vietnamese. 


refraining from major commit­ 
ments on key East-West and 
international issues. 
Diplomatic 
speculation that 
American 
reluctance 
to 
go 
along with the Soviet Union in 
the Middle East is responsible 
for 
Soviet 
unwillingness 
to 
“ help” in the Vietnam peace 
efforts is not given credence in 
diplomatic quarters in London. 
The 
hardening Sino-Soviet 
conflict was understood to be 


inhibiting Moscow from taking 
any major initiative in Hanoi,

All the indications suggested, 
on the contrary, that Moscow is

Gov. signs bill on speculative land sale 


SACRAMENTO (UPI)-Gov. 
Ronald Reagan has signed a 
bill 
tightening state 
control 
over speculative real estate 
developments. 
The new law is intended to 
protect buyers “ from dubious 
land speculators and at the 
same 
time 
not hamper the 
promotional activities of legiti­ 
mate subdividers,” Reagan said 
in a statement issued Tuesday 
by his office. 
The real estate commissioner 
is empowered under the law to

of 
subdivisions 
where promised improvements 
which seem financially unfeasi­ 
ble. 
Subdividers of large rural 
projects are required to report 
defaults 
by 
buyers 
to

commissioner to allow him to 
learn more quickly which are 
having financial problems. 
The bill also allows buyers of 


lots to withdraw from sales 
contracts within two days after 
receiving the 
commission’s 
public report on the subdivision.

Thomas C. Lynch both backed 
the measure,

thored by Assemblymen Eu­ 
gene Chappie, R-Cool, a n d L.E.

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Definition 
of family 
postponed 


The Lompoc City Council last 
night put off taking action on an 
amendment to the zoning ordin­ 
ance regarding the definition of 
the term “ family” to give more 
time to the study of the proposal 
Councilman Richard Jacoby 
asked for the delay and was 
opposed by Councilman Brooks 
Speight who said he was ready 
to act on the resolution to 
amend the ordinance. 
City Planning Director Clint 
Sherrod gave a detailed explan­ 
ation of the amendment, stating 
it was specifically proposed to 
prevent large groups of unrealt- 
ed persons, such as laborers, 
from living within a single fam­ 
ily dwelling, or home, located 
within a residential area. 
He cited a particular case 
in Lompoc in which as many 
as 12 men are presently living 
in a dwelling on South U street. 
He said the arrangement resem­ 
bles a larbor camp and is annoy­ 
ing to neighbors. 
Sherrod said the amendment 
defines a family as persons re­ 
lated in blood, marriage 
or 
adoption, living together as a 
single housekeeping unit, 
or 
no 
more than five 
unrelated 
persons living together as a 
single housekeeping unit. 
Jacoby said he wanted to 
study why the number five was 
specified and also he did not 
want 
to adopt something that 
might interfere with such groups 
as airline stewardesses or stu­ 
dents who band together to save 
money. 
Speight said the primary con­ 
cern of the council was the 
protection of the rights of fam­ 
ilies living in the residential 
areas. 
Jacoby, mayor pro-temChar­ 
lotte Benton andCouncilman Art 
Scott all voted to place the item 
on the next regular agenda. 
Mayor Robert MacClure was 
absent because of illness. 
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Walter Porr of 1300 W. Lime 
said he was speaking for the 
city’s tennis players and that 
school 
ground tennis courts 
would be highly unsatisfactory. 
He said they could not be used 
during the day, during school 
hours, and occasionally 
not 
on 
Saturday’s when 
school 
teams 
were holding 
com­ 
petitive matches. 
He said other tennis courts 
in the city were not built to speo 
ification and were difficult to 
play on. 


Councilman Art Scott said he 
was in favor of sending the 
plans back to the parks 
and 
recreation commission for the 
selection of the priority list 
but that the tennis courts were 
one item the council should take 
immediate action on. 
Scott said the council had al­ 
ready given tennis courts top 
priority by promoting their con­ 
struction and budgeting money 
for the project two years ago. 
“ Tennis people have been 
waiting two years for these 
courts,” 
Scott 
said, 
“ We 
shouldn’t make them wait any 
longer. We turned down one 
bid for their construction be­ 
cause it was too high, then de­ 
cided to wait and see how they 
would work into the Ryon Park 
plans. 
“ Well, we’ve seen now, so 
I think we should go ahead with 
the tennis courts plans.” 
Councilman Brooks Speight 
said, “ I think we should let the 
commission go ahead with the 
priority list. I think the senior 
citizen area should be one of 
the top considerations.” 
“ I think the senior citizen 
area should be one of the top 
considerations 
too,” 
Scott 
answered, 
“ but 
the tennis 
courts have 
already 
been 
given priority— two years ago. 
It’s time to go to work on 
them.” 


Porr mentioned that by now 
the council would find that the 
$1,400 
budgeted 
for tennis 
courts would not be sufficient 
because of the rising cost of 
construction materials. 
No action was taken on Scott’s 
request.

“ Incidentally,” t h e com ­ 
puter c o n c l u d e d , “ your 
record of traffic violations is 
quite bad. 
“ Pirelli Tire Corp. thanks 
you.” 
What Jack Smith did with 
the foregoing inform ation is 
a conjectural m atter. What 
is clear is that, for the first 
tim e in his life, Smith knows 
som ething a b o u t how his 
personality traits can affect 
his daily driving. 
The Italian m anufacturer 
had 
organized 
a 
“ D river 
Personality 
T est” 
as 
the 
highlight of its exhibit at the 
International A u t o m o b i l e 
Show 
and 
m a n a g e d 
to 
process m ore than 7,000 driv­ 
ers. 
The drivers filled out 
questionnaires which w ere 
then fed into the com puter. 
Some of the general findings 
were interesting: 
• Men rate them selves as 
“ safer 
d riv ers” 
than 
do 
women, but w o m e n have 
better over-all driving rec­ 
ords and tend to have better 
driving habits. So m uch for 
“ women d riv ers.” 
• Traffic v i o l a t i o n s 
related to driver attitude, 
mood and personal outlook 
much 
m o r e 
significantly 
than to alertness capacity. 
• Women over 45 who are 
good drivers are very good 
drivers. 
The 
questionnaires, 
c re ­ 
ated by industrial psychol­ 
ogist H arry J. Woehr, were 


devised to m easure personal­ 
ity t r a i t s . 
D rivers w ere 
asked to rate them selves as 
to w hat kind of person they 
honestly thought they were. 


R ejecting or accepting, or 
som ew here in between? Sub­ 
m issive or dom inant? Hot- 
blooded 
or 
cool - headed? 
Pessim istic 
or 
optim istic? 
Sad or happy? And so on. 
After 
the 
i n d i v i d u a l 
answ ers 
w e r e 
obtained, 
W oehr and his staff studied 
the results. 
The psycholo­ 
gist reports that contrary to 
popular opinion, “ alertness 
is not the m ost im portant 
factor in m aintaining a safe 
driving record. On the basis 
of test inform ation, we can 
only conclude th at alert d riv ­ 
ers do not necessarily have 
the best driving records with 
regard to violations. 
“ In 
fact, 
their 
records 
w ere no better than those 
who scored poorly in a le rt­ 
ness. Obviously, alertness is 


a 
desirable 
driving 
trait; 
however, test findings indi­ 
cate that traffic violations 
are related m ore significant­ 
ly to attitude, mood and p er­ 
sonal outlook than to the 
alertness asp ect.” 
The 
Woehr 
staff 
report 
confirm s the generally held 
theory 
of relationship 
be­ 
tween mood and personality 
and driving record. Person­ 
ality has an effect on indi­ 
vidual reactions to critical 
d river situations. Hopefully, 
the Pirelli experim ent will 
prom pt f u r t h e r inquiry 
along these lines.” 
Woehr, in fact, suggests 
th at such personality tests 
could be used in predriver 
exam inations so t h a t stu­ 
dents can receive counsel in 
the kinds of problem s he is 
likely 
to 
encounter 
as 
a 
driver and w hat he can do to 
overcom e them . 
When you think about it. 


an interest m a d riv er’s per­ 
sonality has n e v e r really 
been evinced by officials in 
charge of driver licensing. 
They, for the m ost part, be­ 
lieve driving an automobile 
is purely a m echanical func­ 
tion. If the driver indicates 
he knows w here the brake is 
and doesn’t forget to indi­ 
c a te turns, he’ll probably get 
his license. 
This m i g h t strike some 
people as a rath er cavalier 
attitude tow ard the lives of 
citizens. 
After 
all, 
m ore 
than 50,000 people are killed 
each year as a result of auto 
accidents.

utilizing the prograirj. 
According to the CIF, SS, 
rule governing the p re p ra c tice 
conditioning period, “ it is per­ 
m issible (not mandatory) for a 
high school football coach to 
conduct a physical conditioning 
program for prospective mem­ 
bers of his high school foot­ 
ball team on the five weekdays 
(not Labor Day) or the week­ 
end p rio r to the official opening 
day of practice, for not m ore 
than four hours per day.

there shall be no blocking, tac­ 
kling or running of plays.

The principal reason for ini­ 
tiating the pre-practice condi­ 
tioning period was to reduce the 
great number of early season in­ 
juries incurred due to poor con- 
dition. Com m issioner Kenneth 
Fagans stated; “ The pre-condi­ 
tioning program has perm itted 
coaches to concentrate for one 
week soley on the physical corv 
dition of his boys, rathqr than 
on the teaching of football plays 
and techniques. This has great­ 
ly reduced the pulled m uscles 
and early season injuries which 
has 
previously occurred be­ 
cause of poor condition. It was 
the feeling of the CIF, SS, Couiv 
cil when the rule was adc^ted 
that it would be far better for 
boys to condition under the 
guidance of a qualified coach 
ther than to attempt to condi­ 
tioning program on their own.” 
Official practice (or schools 
in the CIF, SS, Is scheduled to 
begin on Tuesday, September 2, 
with 
0j)ening games slated 
for the weekend of September 
18-20.

“ There’s a lot more work to 
being a caddy than meets the 
eye,” he explained while wait­ 
ing for his pro to show up 
for a Monday practice round. 
“ For one thing, today I ’ll spend 
about four hours learning all 
about this course (the Village 
C O; Santa 
Maria is not as 
much work since I ’ve caddied 
there for the last five Opens. 
“ The biggest trick to being 
a caddy is knowing when to keep 
your mouth shut. A pro 
will 
look at a shot and decide a 
six iron is what he should 
use. 
I may think, ‘no 
it’s a 
five.’ But if I tell him 
that, 
it may just confuse him. A 
caddy should know enough to 
wait until he’s asked what he 
thinks. 
‘Then, if the pro doesn’t 
ask you and makes the shot 
and it’s a good one, it doesn’t 
matter. But if you had confused 
him by disagreeing with him; 
well you’re not really helping 
him.” 
Roberts, who studied the Vil­ 
lage layout carefully Monday 
and was out early this morn­ 
ing to check the pin placements 
prior to Caplin’s 8:46 tee time 
today’s in the Pro-Am, indicat­ 
ed he felt the more experienced 
pros would fare better on both 
the Village and Santa Maria 
courses. 
“ They’re sneaky courses,” he 
commented. 
“ Santa Maria is 
the kind that you have to watch 
out. . you can go to sleep on 
it . . . you know you walk al­ 
ong and everything is straight 
and it seems easy, so you fall 
asleep in your game and the 
next thing you know you’re six 
or seven strokes behind every­ 
one else.

“ And I,” he said, “ would’ve 
knocked you on your ears." 
Reggie Jackson’s eyes grew 
bigger than a pair of paper 
plates. 
No longer was there any such 
thing 
as 
a 
generation 
gap 
between Oakland’s 23-year-old 
home run phenomenom and the 
greatest left-handed pitcher in 
baseball history, who had 47 
years on him. They may have 
been a lialf century apart but 
they understood one another 
perfectly. So well, they both 
laughed over Grove’s remark. 
The 
incident 
took 
place 
during one of those increasingly 
popular old timers’ contests 
which 
preceded 
a regularly 
scheduled game between the 
A’s and Yankees at Yankee 
Stadium earlier this month. 
Jackson was so excited about 
seeing 
such a collection of 
baseball greats in the same 
dugout he didn’t even wait to 
suit up when he got to the park, 
but dashed out of the clubhouse 
after picking up a baseball and 
began getting autographs in his 
street clothes. 


The first one he went after 
was Stan Musial and Jackson 
thanked him after he obliged. 
“ He’s got some power . . 
Musial 
marveled, 
as 
the 
Oakland 
belter 
moved 
over 
toward Monte Irvin. 
Jackson obtained Irvin’s sig­ 
nature and continued down the 
dugout for more names. 
“ He has a great swing, but 
what I like about him is his 
persoality,” said Irvin, who 
used to hit home runs for the 
Giants and now is doing such a 
good job in the commissioner’s 
office. 
“ He reminds me of 
Willie Mays when Willie first 
came up. He’s working so hard 
to succeed, the same way Willie 
did.” 
In no time at all, Jackson got 
Bobby Doerr, Bob Feller, Ralph 
Branca, 
Rockv Cola vito and 
Robin Roberts to sign their 
names on the baseball. 
Then he stopped in front of 
Frankie 
Frisch, who wasn’t 
sitting too far from Musial. 
“ Know what I wanna see?” 
he said to Frisch. 
‘No, what?” 
“ I 
wanna 
see 
who’s 
big 
enough to sign in there.” 
Jackson pointed to that space 
on the baseball, where the two 
rows of stitches came closest 
together. The top star on each 
ball club usually feels that spot 
is reserved for him. As yet, 
nobody had signed his name in 
the space on Jackson’s ball. 
“ DiMaggio or Williams will 
sign their names in there,” 
Feller kidded. 
But Jackson never did get 
Joe DiMaggio’s or Ted Wil­ 
liams’ 
autograph 
that 
day. 
Williams 
wasn’t 
there, 
and 
Jackson had long since obtained 
Joe 
D’s 
signature, Di Mag 
being one of his buddies with 
the A’s. 
When he got back to the 
clubhouse, Jackson was asked 


which of the old timers he 
enjoyed meeting most and he 
said it was Musial. 


“ I always like him,” he said. 
“ He was a dude. You know, he 
was a gentleman and he could 
hit. I also got a big kick outta 
meeting Frisch and Grove. I 
heard 
a lotta stories about 
them but they were all right. 
Did you hear what Grove said 
to me when I told him I woulda 
had to drag against him ?’ 


Pretty 
soon, Jackson was 
asked 
to 
grant some radio 
interviews. The first question 
tossed at him, naturally, dealt 
with home runs. 


“ The home run thing is over­ 
rated,” Jackson said. He looked 
as if he meant it. 
The radio people asked him 
about being knocked down. 


“ When a fella knocks me 
down, he’s letting me know he 
thinks I’m a better hitter than 
he is a pitcher. He’s letting me 
know he’s afraid of me. When 
they knock me down, I like to 
hit one out and then talk to 'em 
on my way around the bases.” 


How about the pressure of 
having to deal so continuously 
with the press and other people 
around him 
“ It’s not that bad.” 
“ It got to Roger Maris after 
awhile,” 
one 
of the 
inter­ 
viewers said. 
“ Pm 
not 
Roger 
Maris,” 
Reggie Jackson said.

Change, but... 


In a refreshing switch on the ait-too prevalent campus script, 
Dr. Robert D. Clark left the presidency of San Jose State 
College recently with praise from his students, his faculty, 
and the trustees of the California State Colleges.

Humane steps 


There is no way, of course, that a grateful nation can totally 
repay the men who go to war and are wounded, killed or made 
prisoners. It is one of the qualities of citizenship that the con­ 
tributions to the common good are by the very nature of our 
humanity sometimes unevenly distributed. 
We can, however, make every effort to erase some of the 
unnecessary burdens that economic laws often inflict upon 
those who suffer because they meet the call of duty. It is ap­ 
propriate that California, home of more families of captured 
or missing Vietnam servicemen than any other state, with 375,

should offer one of the first efforts along this line. 
In the hope that they will offer “ some comfort and solace,” 
Senator George Murphy has introduced three bills. One would 
make prisoners’ pay tax-free, A second one would provide a 
family separation allowance for prisoners’ families. The third 
would permit prisoners to accumulate more than the present 
$10,000 limit on the overseas 10 per cent savings program. 


As the Senator readily concedes, these are small steps. 
But with him we can hope they may lead to a giant leap. 


The alternatives

It is very difficult indeed for Ameri­ 
cans to conceive of such a possibility. 
We are normally supremely confident 
that anything can be resolved by negotia­ 
tions coupled with reasonable conces­ 
sions. If we fail, we tend to believe 
our negotiators must have been weak 
or unimaginative or that we as a gov­ 
ernment (or our allies) must have failed 
to come up with the right formula. 
But siq>pose there is no formula that 
would satisfy Hanoi — short of sur­ 
render? 
This is the thorny question the Nixon 
and Thieu administrations are now begiiv 
ing to consider in dead earnest. 
The final outlines of the Washington- 
Saigon program if Hanoi will not talk are 
not yet decided. But some major points 
are now surfacing: 
-If the United States is to stay, then 
American troop commitments and Amer­ 
ican spending must be reduced to a lev­ 
el that Congress and public opinion will 
tolerate. 
What those force and dollar spending 


levels are won’t be known except by tri­ 
al and error. But some administration 
officials in Saigon and Washington pri­ 
vately think that it will be possible to cut 
expenditures in half to around $15 bil­ 
lion a year and U.S. troop commit­ 
ments by about 75 per cent. 
If the force can be cut to 100,000 or 
less, there is hope that most of the troops 
in Vietnam will be regular Army or drafc 
tees who have volunteered for service 
in that area. 
Because U.S. forces would be largely 
support and backup troops, American 
casualties should gradually slip to a 
quiet low figure, if the planners’ cal­ 
culations are correct. 
—Hopefully, 
as political and econom­ 
ic conditions 
improved in areas under 
government rule, and as economic con­ 
ditions worsened in Viet Cong areas, 
more refugees would come over to the 
government side and more run-of-the- 
mill Viet Cong would desert. 
If this does occur the Viet Cong-con- 
trolled areas will gradually shrink in 
size to a number of large “ islands” in 
which less than 15 per cent of the people 
of South Vietnam live, areas Communist- 
controlled for 15 to 20 years or more. 
An intelligent man will ask how this 
victory could be accomplished 
in the 
next three to four or five years —or 
six — if it has taken so long to get where 
we are today. 
This is the reasoning: 
-Over the last several years there 
has been a slow-but-steady 
exodus of 
people 
from the Communist-controlled 
areas of South Vietnam. When military 
activity 
and 
bombing increases, the 
flow of refugees rises. When the fight­ 
ing slacks off in an area, flow from the 
Red territory declines. But it continues. 
— In contrast 
to the slowly-worsening 
VC 
economy, 
there is a slow, steady 


improvement in government areas. Crop 
prospects are excellent, in part be­ 
cause of intensive work by “ county 
agents,” and because of the wider use of 
fertilizer and a phenomenal new variety 
of rice. Many farmers now have Japanese 
motorcycles and small radios, 
major 
prosperity and prestige symbols. 


—The quality of elected hamlet chiefs 
and village councils in government areas 
is better than expected. Though national 
political organization has not progressed 
as hoped, 
rural farmers and villagers 
have taken a greater-than-predicted in­ 
terest in local elections. Poor officials 
have been thrown out of office by the vot­ 
ers. 


More local elections are in the mill 
shortly. 
Indications are the 
results 
will be rather good. Voters in Vietnam 
do much better in local elections where 
they know the candidates as neighbors 
than they do in national elections. 


—By contrast, 
recent elections 
in 
Viet Cong areas do not appear to have 
gone off as well as expected. There are 
small but significant indications of a 
creeping decline in the quality of organi­ 
zation, 
leadership and stability. 
Red 
control is not as smooth as two years 
ago.

A gadfly is life 


WASHINGTON — In the political lex­ 
icon the word gadfly is a cliche so 
overworked as to have little meaning. 
Webster defines it as “ a person who 
annoys or stirs up from lethargy.” 
Yet, shopworn as it is, there are in- 
stances when gadfly fits. A prime ex- 
ample is Commissioner Nicholas John- 
son of the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission. He certainly annoys the broad­ 
casting industry and all its official 
and unofficial spokesmen. 
At 34 a highly ar­ 
ticulate critic of what 
he sees as growing 
concentration ofpow- 
er in radio and tele­ 
vision, Johnson fires 
blast after blast in 
1

his dissents from the

commission majori- 
4k 
ty and in articles and 
£ 
speeches. 
A proposal soon to 
come before the Senate is certain to 
give the gadfly new opportunities to an- 
noy. Sen. John O. Pastore of Rhode 
Island, chairman of the Senate’s Com­ 
munications Subcommittee and a gerw 
erous friend of the broadcasting indus- 
try, would grant the commission much 
wider authority in ruling on the renew­ 
al of licenses for radio and television 
stations. 
The 
Pastore proposal, 
which has 
strong Senate support, would remove the 
element of a contest for a broadcast­ 
ing license when it comes up for rene\w- 
al. Having determined that the station was 
eligible for another three-year term, 
the commission would merely be requir­ 
ed to make such a finding. 
Johnson says this would, in effect, 
mean the granting of licenses in perpe­ 
tuity with no regard for the public in­ 
terest in the air waves and would r^ 
move the challenge of a contestant who 
claimed he would give superior service. 
As he sees it, the office - seeker 
who felt he had been unfairly treated, 
or the individual with a cause denied 
access to the air, would have no place 
to bring his grievances and demand a 
right to equal time. 
Whether this shift in the power struc­ 
ture as between the commission and the 
industry will attract enough attention 
to arouse opinion is questionable. These 
matters tend to be treated as the private 
preserve of the regulators andtheindus- 
try, and the great viewing public has 
little or no knowledge of what is at stake. 
But Commissioner Johnson can be count* 
ed on to try to fan up a controversy 
that will at least alert a few inter­ 
ested persons to what a change in the 
law will mean. 
In his often stinging and bitter dis­ 
sents — so out of character with a 
commission that in its 42 years has ao 
quired a comfortable capacity to bend 
with the claims of a powerful indu^ 
try — he charges that the requirement 
of public service is ignored or down­ 
graded so that it is only rarely a fac­ 
tor in license renewal. Profit is the 
prime consideration in a business that 
on the basis of invested capital makes, 
in the Johnson thesis, a remarkably 
high rate of return. 
Whether the dissenting commissioner 
gets the credit — or the blame — recent 
developments have rocked the industry. 
The commission lifted the television 
license of the Boston Herald • Traveler 
Corp. and gave it to a competing group 
largely on the ground of concentration of 
ownership. It is one of perhaps a half 
dozen times this has happened. The 
commission challenged renewal of the 
license of a Cheyenne, Wyo„ media own­ 


er who controls most of the city’s com- 
munications. 
Although he may not have provided the 
spur, Johnson is the target of the indus­ 
try’s defenders. Broadcasting Magazine, 
the industry house organ, has repeated­ 
ly bludgeoned him as a brash trouble­ 
maker who should resign from the com­ 
mission for trying to whip up critical 
opinion. In an analytical article, the Wall 
Street Journal, reviewing the attacks on 
Johnson, observed: 
“ It’s surprising to see the radio and 
television industry, so jealous of its own 
freedom of speech, lose its temper and 
begin attacking not only what Mr. Johi>» 
son says but his very right to say it. 
The assault, little noticed outside broad- 
casting cricles, evidently was meant to 
discredit Mr. Johnson and in turn his 
ideas. 
“ But the result has been to raise dis­ 
turbing questions about the industry’s at­ 
titude toward one of the basic ingredi­ 
ents of a democratic bureaucracy — 
the public’s right to participate in the 
decision - making process, notably the 


renewal of broadcasters’ licenses.” 
Johnson gives every evidence of enjoy­ 
ing his role as gadfly. He was appoint­ 
ed three years ago by President Lyndon 
Johnson (no relation) to his amazement, 
since he had had no prior connection 
with the electronic world. His father was 
a professor of speech at the University of 
Iowa in Iowa City, where he grew up. 
Recently Johnson told a friend that he 
had been offered a private position at 
more than $100,000 a year; a commis­ 
sioner’s salary is $38,000. He added that 
he knew the motive was to get him 
off the commission, and since he had 
never had more fun in his life, he had 
no intention of considering the offer. 
The term of the cautious, conserve 
tive chairman, Rosel Hyde, has expired. 
The President has asked him to stay 
on until a successor can be named and 
confirmed. Whether the direction is to the 
left or the right, neither the commis­ 
sion nor the industry can escape the 
upsets of a time of revolutionary change.

Perhaps many people do not pay much 
attention to sanitation on a day-to-day 
basis, but not so with the Santa Barbara 
County Health Department’s Division of 
Sanitation. 
We are in receipt this week of their 
annual report and found ourselves amaz­ 
ed at the variety of efforts contributed 
to this division. 
They are directly 
involved 
in 
sanita­ 
tion 
of air, 
disas­ 
ters, 
food, 
housing, 
land 
development, 
milk and dairy prod­ 
ucts, 
rabies preven­ 
tion, 
radiological 
N ^' 
/¿/A 
health, 
recreational 
health including ocean 
y 
water, 
swimming 
pools and organized 
camps, schools institutions and indus­ 
trial plants, sewage, water supply, ani­ 
mal control and nuisances and wastes. 
Let’s look at the work involved in a 
few of those areas. 
Over 
350 
measurements for the 
determination of air 
quality and 
260 
air pollution complaints were investi­ 
gated by the division during 1968. The 
division constantly monitors total 
eye 
irritants and particulate matter, includ­ 
ing smoke, from the health department 
headquarters in Santa Barbara. Parti­ 
culate air sampling lias been started with 
new equipment located in Lompoc. 
Although there were no major disas­ 
ters in Santa Barbara County in the 
past year, the Sanitation Division is al­ 
ways prepared to participate in disaster 
plan in many areas — water, 
sewage, 
food, housing, 
refuse control, etc. 
Food sanitation is a busy area for the 
division. Under surveillance are 
809 
restaurants, 
coffee shops, 
catering 
services, 
food sales units and 
403 
food markets, bakeries, candy stores, 
etc. A total of 5,449 inspections were 
made last year of these facilities. Over 
365 plans for renovating or constructing 
new establishments were checked. Also 
under their control are temporary food 
operations such as fairs, carnivals, etc. 
Food handler 
training courses were 
also held in the County and 
531 food 


handler cards were given those who 
successfully passed. 
Operating with a full staff of sanita­ 
rians, substandard housing inspections 
more than doubled in the county during 
the past two years. Last year, 
2,561 
field visits, 
inspections and office 
contacts were made in this area. 
Serving as a member of the County 
Subdivision Committee, the Sanitation 
Division 
reviewed 
308 
lot splits, 
conditional 
use permits and rezones 
and 21 subdivisions during the past 
year. 
A total of 4,489 field visits and in­ 
spections were made to five milk plants, 
33 dairy farms, and 13 retail shippers 
in the milk and dairy products industry 
in the past year.

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District of Coiumbia's 70 bus gives tourist varied view

Washington (UPI)—The first 
thing you 
notice 
when you 
board the 70 bus is that one of 
its windows has been shattered. 
The driver sees you staring 
at 
it 
and 
offers a laconic 
explanation: 
*‘Kid threw a rock at us. 
Happens all the time.” 
The D.C. Transit Co. does not 
advertise its number 70 bus as 
a sightseeing vehicle. Few if 
any tourists ever ride it. This is 
unfortunate. 
Visitors could 
learn more about the nation’s 
capital from a 45-minute ride 
on the 70 bus than from a week 
of traipsing around the usual 
tourist circuit. 
The Washington you see from 
the windows of the 70 bus is not 
as pretty as the one you see 
from the tourmobiles on the 
Mall. 
But it’s a sight that 
shouldn’t 
be missed, for it 
typifies what is happening in 
American cities from coast to 
coast. To ride on the 70 bus 
from downtown Washington to 
the Maryland suburbs is to see 
the sharp contrasts which are 
both a cause and a result of 
urban racial tensions. 
The 70 bus leaves every 10 
minutes 
from 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue and 8th Street North­ 
west. You board it just across 
the street from the National 
Archives building, which houses 
the Constitution and the Decla­ 
ration of Independence. 
The first few blocks of the 
route 
take 
you through the 
downtown 
shopping 
district, 
past 
three 
of 
the 
largest 
department stores. Not many 
years ago, these stores drew 
most of their patronage from 
well-to-do white people. Today, 
at least 80 per cent of the 
shoppers are black. Whites do 
their shopping at Montgomery 
Mall, or Tyson’s Corner, or one 
of the 
other 
new 
shopping 
centers in the suburbs. 
In the seat ahead of you are 
two well-dressed Negro women, 
with their arm s full of parcels. 
One of them drops a parcel and 
a 
middle-aged 
white 
man, 
sitting across the aisle, picks it 
up and returns it to her. 
“ Thank you,” she says a little 
stiffly, as though surprised by 
the courtesy. 
He nods quickly and looks out 
the window.

Traffic is heavy, even thou^ 
it’s past rush hour. It takes the 
70 bus 12 minutes to cover 9 
blocks 
thro u ^ the shopping 
district along 7th Street. 
Suddenly, 
when you cross 
New York Avenue, the scenery 
changes. You have entered the 
2nd Precinct, one of Washing­ 
ton’s ugliest and most crime- 
ridden slums. Here you see 
what 
is 
meant 
by 
that 
overworked term, “ black ghet­ 
to.” 
You also see grim reminders 
of what happens when a black 
ghetto explodes in violence, as 
this one did 15 months ago on 
the night Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. was murdered. 
Even when you know what to 
expect, it’s a shock to ride 
block 
after 
block 
and 
see 
nothing but burned-out, board- 
ed-over buildings. The city has 
announced ambitious plans for 
rebuilding 
the 
riot-ravaged 
area of 7th Street, but not much 
has come of them so far. In one 
stretch of 5 consecutive blocks, 
you count only eight business 
establishments 
in operation. 
Four of these are “soul food” 
restaurants that came through 
the riot unscathed.

7th Street to Georgia Avenue. 
Now you’re getting out of the 
riot area. But not out of the 
black ghetto. This is the 13th 
Precinct-the socalled Cardozo 
Area-which 
has the highest 
crime rate in the District of 
Columbia. 
Blocks of one-story shops are 
interspersed with run-down row 
houses which must have been 
built about 1920. Here and there 
the shabby monotony is re­ 
lieved by the relative elegance 
of a four-story brick apartment 
house. 
At Harvard Street a rather 
stout Negro woman, age about 
50, boards and deposits her 
fare. She pauses to berate the 
driver 
for 
a 
recent 
fare 
increase. 
“ It was bad enough before,” 
she says. “ Now it costs me $7 a 
week to get to and from my job 
in Rockville, and I only get 
paid $60 a week. It just ain’t 
hardly worth it.” 
“ Don’t blame me lady,” says 
the bus driver. “ Take it up with 
Mr. Chalk.” O. Roy Chalk is 
the owner of D.C. Transit. 
Twenty-three 
minutes 
out 
from its downtown terminal, 
the 70 bus rumbles across New 
Hampshire Avenue, and again 
there is a marked change of 
scenery. This is.the Petworth 
section, 
which was a white 
neighborhood 
until 
about 10 
years ago. Now it’s occupied by 
middle-class Negro families. 
Tliere are trees along the 
sidewalk, 
and 
small, 
well- 
tended front yards. Most of the 
single-family homes are 30 to 
40 years old, but them seem to 
have been solidly built. They 
have 
porches 
with 
white 
railings, and long flights of 
concrete steps. 
The people boarding the bus 
are nearly all Negroes, but they 
have an air of prosperity that 
was signally lacking among the 
passengers further back in the 


inner 
city. 
Three 
teen-age 
girls, pretty in miniskirts and 
blouses, pay their fare with 
giggling 
confusion. 
A young 
dude, magnificiently turned out 
in light blue suit, blue socks, 
blue turtle-neck shirt and blue 
dutch-boy cap, tries to strike up 
a conversation with them but is 
met with frosty silence. 
It occurs to you that these 
ara people with a stake in 
society. There was no rioting 
along this part of the 70 bus 
route. 
At this point, slightly more 
than 
halfway between down­ 
town and the suburbs, the bus 
has 20 black passengers and 3 
white passengers. Two of the 
latter are grey-haired women 
returning 
from 
what 
they 
apparently regard as a danger- 
fraught errand to a downtown 
furniture .store. 
“ This is the first time it’s 
been downtown in over a year,’’ 
says the stouter of the two. 
“ I never go anymore if I can 
help it,” responds her compa­ 
nion. 


The fat woman stares across 
the aisle at a young Negro 
woman who is wearing a blonde 
wig. “ Wow-ee, get a load of 
that,” she says in a stage 
whisper clearly audible for half 
the bus. 
The wig-wearer ignores the 
remark. 
But 
another young 
black 
woman, 
who 
holds a 
paperback edition of Elridge 
Cleaver’s “Soul on Ice.” looks 
up 
from her reading 
long 
enough to glare at the white 
woman. 


Forty minutes out, the 70bus 
rolls 
past 
the iron - fenced 
grounds of Walter Reed Army 
Medical 
Center. 
Here 
the 
character of Georgia Avenue 
undergoes still another major 
change, and again it is in the 
direction of greater affluence.

There are 
people of both races on the 
sidewalks 
and 
on the front 
porches. This is a racially 
mixed neighborhood, but from 
the rolling perspective of the 70 
bus, 
nobody 
seems 
uptight 
about it. 
At Eastern Avenue, the bus 
leaves the District of Columbia. 
A sign informs you that you are 
now in the State of Maryland. 
More precisely, you are in 
Montgomery County, the rich­ 
est 
county in America, ap­ 
proaching the suburban town of 
Silver Spring. 
The street is still named 
Georgia Avenue, but that is just 
about all it has in common with 
the sections you’ve previously 
traversed. Here you look out at 
sleek modern high-rise apart­ 
ment buildings whose tenants 
are nearly all white. 
The 70 bus finally leaves 
Georgia Avenue, turning right a 
few blocks to a terminal in the 
heart of Silver Spring. From 
this terminal, you can transfer 
to a suburban bus-the Y-2 to 
Kensington, the Y-6 toWlieaton, 
the Y-8 to Rockville. These are 
“ green belt” villages, where 
every ranch house has a laum 
of power - mower dimensions, 
and every carport is big enough 
to hold two cars. 
You stand

suburban buses pulling out. The 
first five to leave carry, among 
them, only one Negro.

We were dining in the 
Tiara Room of the Princess, 
noted for its gourmet food 
and elegant service. 
It is 
one of the island’s few really 
fine restaurants. 
“The staff in this room is 
European. They are efficient 
and have polish. But in time 
I hope to have more and 
more Negroes. 
I think the 
vacationers will r e s p o n d 
quickly to the warmth and 
intelligence of the blacks. 
They are lovely people. But 
they must have more special 
training.” 
To give black Bermudians, 
and others, the needed train­ 
ing, the Bermuda Hotel and 
Catering College was estab­ 
lished five years ago by the 
Board of Education. 
Von 
Alvensleben 
(called 
“ Mr. 
Bodo” ) 
was 
a 
prominent 
backer of the idea and is 
today a member of the Con­ 
sultative 
Committee. 
The 
course offers those attending 
an opportunity to raise them­ 
selves to senior hotel jobs. 
“At first, not enough were 
interested. Many were suspi­ 
cious. 
But during the last 
two years, more and more 
have signed up. The school 
now has about 40 students 
learning catering and rest­ 
aurant operation.

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Italian Roast Lamb Is a Delightful Treat 
Serve Chilled Articliok

A roast leg of lamb is a 
welcome item to most good 
eaters. But give it a slightly 
different accent—Italian in 
this case—and it becomes a 
delightful treat. 
Many young cooks today 
are discovering how good 
lamb is when cooked to the 
medium-done stage, or to 
175 degrees on the meat 
thermometer. At this tem­ 
perature, the lamb is juicier 
and just slightly pink. 
Cook in an open roasting 
pan without any water. 
A 
Teflon roasting pan makes 
clean-up easy and one fitted 
with a V-shape rack allows 
lull circulation of heat and 
therefore c r e a t e s a better 
climate for roasting. 


ITALIAN ROAST LEG

Insert a meat ther­ 
mometer into the thickest 
part of the lamb, being care- 
t ul not to let the bulb rest on 
bone. Place lamb in a 325- 
degree oven and roast 3 to 4 
hours or until the meat ther­ 
mometer registers 175 de­ 
grees for medium-done or 
180 degrees for well-done. 
Mix together melted butter, 
olive oil and white wine (or 
water) and brush lamb fre­ 
quently with the mixture dur­ 
ing roasting. 


. When l a m b is cooked, 
place it on a hot platter and 
remove rack from pan. Pour 
off fat in pan. Ada the left­ 
over wine-olive oil mixture 
to pan and heat, stirring in 
the browned particles in the 
roasting pan.

salt and pepper and serve 
with lamb without thicken­ 
ing.

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Smoked Turkey Can Be Hit of Patio Party 


By AILEEN CLAIRE

Smoked turkey is special barbecue treat. 


Smoked turkey makes an 
out-of-the-ordinary treat for 
holiday parties. 
A covered 
or uncovered barbecue unit 
makes c o o k i n g outdoors 
easier for this technique of 
slow roasting with a small 
amount of flavorful smoke 
adding a special flavor. 
It 
takes about twice as long as 
roasting a turkey in an oven 
but little trouble. 


If a grill doesn’t have a 
cover, make one with wire 
coat hangers covered with 
heavy-duty aluminum 
foil. 
Build the fire at one side or 
end of the grill and adjust 
barbecue vents so heat and 
smoke will circulate. Don’t 
forget to add hickory chips 
for that special flavor and 
soak these in water before 
using for maximum effect. 


SMOKED TURKEY 


12- to 15 pound eviscerated 
turkey 
2 stalks celery with leaves 
1 sliced onion 
Few sprigs of parsley 


Sprigs of fresh thyme, 
dill, rosemary OR xk 
teaspoon each of dried 
herbs 
2 cup salad oil and 1 cup 
cider OR dry white 
wine with sprinkling of 
herbs, salt and pepper 
Thaw t u r k e y . 
Sprinkle 
cavity with salt and fill with 
celery, onion and herb mix­ 
ture.' Close openings with 
skewers, truss and brush all 
over with the flavored salad 
oil. 
Place turkey on grill 
with a foil drip pan under­ 
neath to catch drippings for 
gravy. Place a piece of foil 
against the side of the bird 
toward the fire for protec­ 
tion. Cover the grill with its 
own cover or make a foil 
cover. Adjust vents in cover 
so fire will burn slowly. If 
a foil cover is used, adjust 
opening in the top. 
Let t u r k e y cook very 
slowly, allowing about 5-6 
hours for a 12- to 15-pound 
bird. It should brown slowly. 
Lift cover and brush with 
the herb-cider-salad oil m ix­ 
ture once or twice.
